Some religious teachings tell us that there is hut one sin against man - theft. |f you 
murder, you have stolen a man's life. Ll you lay willi his wife, you have stolen his 
marriage. If you hear false witness, you have stolen ihe victim's, future or his property or 
ins freedom. And Lf you burrow something, fmm someone and tin not resum it, have you 
not committed theft? Coveting is menial tliefl (greed is mental thefi) Even if you lost the 
lender’s possession, simply not returning it is tantamount to stealing. Thai is the basis of 
boldine une who is a debtor and cunnol pay his debt as having committed n crime, the 
crime of l heft He is called "insolvent” The term means one who cannot pay his. debt as 
agreed. Unee upon a time there used to be debtor's prisons, [debtors committed theft: 
grounds for imprisonment, You may think that these prisons have vanished. You have 
been beguiled. The prison has taken another tbnm, run physical, as you will sonn see 

The Bible also provided us lhc most bask rule of economics: the prohibition of usury 
For centuries, usury has been known as the practice uf lending money for interest. Many 
theologies prohibit usury. The Bible repeatedly forbids it. Why. 1 And why has the 
definition been altered in recent times tn prohibit ''excessive” interest rather than prohibit 
i merest a I logoi her? 


Y ou lend a mm a hoc to work hLS field, 
flow- is lie able to return 2 Iloos? They do not reproduce! To charge interest in the form of 
a hue commands him tn an impossible task. He will not he able tn repay the debt. That’s 
easy Lo see. 

Any person in today's 
society knows that over 3H years that will translate into £300,000 or perhaps much more, 
Considering that only $]()(E,(H)() was actually panted somewhere, where docs the rest of 
lhe money come from that was not actually printed'. 31 More intcne&l will be ultimately 
generated than there will be money printed to pay it back! When the money can't he paid 
hack, the borrower goes inlo default. Ele loses everything. Worse, if whirl he has cannot 
cover the outstanding principle, he is insolvent. In biblical law. lie becomes the property 
oil he Lender until he can pay off the luan. Why? Insolvency is (he crime ul Lhefl.

Now 
you can see why usury was historically forbidden. While one person might he iihle fo 
repay, society as a whole cannot. Jl is impossible hecausc only lhe JilffO nn-le exists and 
no extra notes wore printed io pay the exponential interest Lhat continues to build. Even a 
low riile ot 'meres, creates a debt that cannot he repaid Usury is the perfect means lo 
capture a population. Use one who creates a debl thal cannot be repaid becomes the ruler 
of all who nre in deht

Hence, a common law crime could be murder, theft, assault, rape, etc. 

Emugine the your «s 1 620. You borrow munCy allegedly to build -n house. You gamble 
away the money instead Now you are insolvent and can’i pay a thing or offer any 
collateral. V era arc now an insolvent dehlor. Did this not constitute theft? 

To he an Insolvent -debtor is a common law crime. It dues constitute theft. The creditor 
could, if he wished, imprison the debtor, you, until the debt was paid. 

Have ynu ever heard oE the word ^chattel' 11 ? Jn an early American law dictionary 
t Bouvier, I 65 Ji. it was defined as- ‘“property" Your cow would be considered your 
chattel, liut have you ever considered that a man could he clialld, that is, property of 
someone else'? Now we are not talking slavery here. That's totally different. We are 
talk in® about lawful {within the common law) chattel. Slavery, in our opinion, is a 
violation of rights nt'all men. ll forcibly violates mother man's Liberty. EJul suppose you 
VQliutlariiy enter into a contract with someone. A loan is a contract, If you violate tlic 
terms of lhat contract, you pan and should be held to perform, fine man gave you 
something and you did not return it in kind.

(permission) to do things fur which lhe debtor would need no such permission had he riot 
been a debtor. Thu creditor’s concern was in collecting, what was. his. After ibe debl was 
paid, the nuns, no longer a debtor, was free. 

The creditor might give ihe debtor note* to use to acquire the necessities ot’tife. That way 
he could continue to work off lhe debt. All money ho would acquire would he the 
properly of lhe creditor uni il ihc debi was paid.

The difference is clear. The concept dial the common law requires nol only an action hut 
an actual mitiry tn another man is imporlunl. Cue will find these kinds of crimes, those 
without an injury damage, in the Commercial Law. which is also known as 
Administrative Law. Here is an example where no one is injured in the violation of the 
commercial law: The failure to slop at a traffic Ught or stop SLgn when you can clearly 
see no one is in view doesuT luintL anyone. In California (he billboard states, ‘Click if 
{scalbcltj '’or tic-ket" | penalty). There rs-'are no d.i ma pel k ) ; i n juryi i es) with these. So the 
ticket you receive from the camera or hidden cop tsnh a common law matter. It is 
com mere ial/administrative law -and all adminlsirative law is PENAL (Penalty) in nature, 
As will tie made clear, we Jive in what could he called a Etna! Colony where every 
activity of a i Hun is subject to regulation. Anti, every violation of a regulation luis a 
corresponding penalty attached. Of course the creditor is pisl demanding I hat you protect 
his chalk I (you). We wsJJ revisit ibis. 

Commercial law eh also known as the law of Lbe .sea. This is the law, which was ordained 
hy man. Commercial law is not the People's customs,, which customs are also known as 
common law. Commercial low involves the transport of goods, commodities, and 
property across fictional borders, which are (he borders between countries, for reside on 
Ihe homeland. There are 2 jitrisdicHons (type- of law ) in commercial law Admiralty 
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and Maritime. They aiu essentially the same. They are defined as the Jaw ol’conlrad. 
(commercial law) on file high seas, Maritime is commercial taw in a time of peace. 
Admiralty is, commercial Law in a lime of war or emergency. 

I'o be in commerce was a privilege that could be taxed. Why? There were pLralcs on the 
sea from which you would need protection. You needed ports builL for delivery of your 
goods. The people on the land could he Impacted by what you brought in. For example, 
you might! briny in oranges From Brazil grown with cheap labor lhat would put the people 
in Florida out of work, if they were growing oranges at a higher cost. You might tiling in 
diseased goods. The people granted gov eminent the power to regulate commerce. Part nl 
lhat was the power to impose taxes and duties on commercial activities to raise revenue, 
Merchants paid for these protections hy paying customs, duties and imposts, These arc 
also called excise taxes for the privilege of engaging in commerce. 

In commercial Law, you could he punished Jbr action only, even without injury. For 

cxampU. ifiliv gi'-venncnt deemed 1 1 ■: U ilii-y Id -m Is; iiipimed I'm v. h- iUv e i 

reason, and you dnl in tact import it, you could he punished- If your Iruck, which was 
operated on Lhe highways, was overweight, even if there was no mishap, you could he 
punished There is merit to this, Would you want some cruclt unsafely hauling, for profit, 
3 trailers 10 put your family as risk on the roads'? Mo. such activities need to be regulated. 
Wo will cover this more in the chapter on administrative law-.

The common law was very clear in human transactions We are lo he fair, honest and 
equitable in our transactions with cur fellow man. We were commanded So puy substance 
for substance. Of course, your paymenl might he ait hour of labor lor a men I, It might be 
a painting lor a piece of furniture Bui mil everyone had the identical thing to exchange 
I lint wits needed by the lntding partner Hence, a medium of exchange was ordained. It 
hod to he in limited supply and could not be easily manufactured. In the common law 
gold ami silver coin Lit the bill, t hese lire metals that come from the earth itself and are 
valued by humans for their beauty and scarcity They represent both form AND 
substance. Komi as the shape ot'alhing. Substance means moss oi density - physical 
presence, Gold and silver come from the earth. They iliv literally portable (easily moved 
nbout> land. Hence, when you pay for something in gold, you are exchanging land 
( substance j> Ini ivliai you pure base. Gold, more rare end beautiful, became the mum.'y of 
Kings and Sovereigns. Silver, being less scarce* became the money of the mosses. 

Concerning the value of gold and silver, it is the relative scarcity which maintains the 
STB ADY value of these precious meials. The only reason for af*r<j4ucrto rise iit "value" 
i s the scarcity of it. When a new subdivision of homes opens cm an islan d the first 
offering of homes may bo for S I OQK. At the land and homes on die islmid begin to sell, 
the prices on Ihe la nd/homes rise. The scarcity governs ihe price. Once ihe island is 
completely sold, the resale value. assuming the island is a very desirable lovalion, wilt 
i ise based on ihe law of supply and demand "Phis, the scarcity of gold and silver 
trauma ins their values. 

Em Ihe common law you would negotiate a contract nay for a cow. When you gave Ihe 
seller a piece of gold lor silver) for his Cow, the debt was paid and immediately 
extinguished. There was no recourse. Il was a contract that was satisfied by both parties, 
instantaneously. Now while wc say lliere was no recourse, that's- nul absolute. 

Consider this scenario- As you walked away with your cow, you discover that it was 
branded by the Subterfuge Ranch. I lie tow was out the seller's aL all (o sell, The 
following; day, (be cow is repossessed by the ranch agents, They inform you that the cow 
was stnlcEi. A fraud was committed upon you by the alleged "seller Yes. you would 
have redress in courts tirtominoai law Kuithennure, the common law itself provides you 
a remedy. The man enmmitied Iheil. You would he collided 1o track him down yourself 
and personally extract from the ihief what he stole from you. without police, judges, and 
attorneys! 
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Paying in gold immediately and frmver extinguishes the debt nod ends the transaction. 
Then; \$ no righl of return, even if you changed your mind However, ifrhe seller 
concealed something of mffteriaJ importance lo you, such as the car was iicncd., or the 
odometer set back, or had been in a serious accident, you would have remedy. This would 
be ;l Fraud, which constitutes theft, You could lake Lhc fmuduIcnL seller to lask. 

En the common law, your property was yours. You had absolute Litlc, rights, and interest 
in the properly. You paid for the properly w ilh youi cold, over which you were sovereign 
and absolute owner. You had absolute title, rights, and interest in your gold. Those 3 
inherent qualities instantly transfer into the thing you bought, extinguishing the debt. You

If you have loose wiring and a thief ^ectrocutes 
himself, he can sue you. A parent could E>e negligent in rhe care of his child. The child 
might wander onto your property and fall inlo your pool. You can be sued for mil having 
a fence up, even though l he child had trespassed onto your property The state has 
become a party lo events thal transpire on what yon think ss your property. How? There 
Hire startling legal reasons fur this you will toon discover

Thus, all of the unpaid goods in the merchant's (buyer's) possession belong to you until 
they are paid fur. In addition, if the mere haul sells those things that you tuild him. the 
I ton follows those things to the neat person who buys. them, no matter how many times 
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I hey ufc sedd, until eventually they art paid fur. By the mark ul hypoLhecuLiun, you have 
the power to reclaim the liened property and sell N to satisfy your claim. The goods are 
not physically marked. I hey arc legally marked. Itiis is accomplished hy wfiaL is known 
as an "‘Operafioii of law,”

has the right to pursue a foreclosure The llnal Qpewthm of ton 1 is to have you removed 
tin.™ the premises, and. without tiny cooperation from you. 

Now use your house with the mortgage on it as an example Imagine you are able to sell 
your house and you did not pay the lender f mortgage! offal the sale. I he lender's Iren 
would then remain attached to the property. The flew buyer would be making payments 
to his lender. The original hen from your lender would continue Lo he attached lo the 
property no matter how many times it was sold until that final date when the lien was 
paid in its entirety. 

Liens don't occur in the common law in the normal transactions of buying or selling 
One may gel a common law lien through a court judgment, but that is nm whal we are 
to lotting Lo concerning die liens placed upon, goods not paid for. In ihc common law the 
sale is immediately extinguished with actual payment of substance. The liens we arc 
concerned with in this hook only occur in commercial Uitns-aclions.

Common law is the taw of l he land - (he riles by which people must live with each other 
honorably. As mentioned, you have I lie absolute right Lu own and djetend yourself, family 
and properly As you were forbidden 1o steal, (hell against you, even by the state* was 
forbidden- Von were cnli tied to a lair trial by your |ieers. Testimony had Lo he honest. 
Bearing fulse witness Cpeijury) was a serious crime. A I Icasl two people had Ctt testify 
against you. You had lire right to face your accuser An accuser could not be n fiction 
(artificial creation like a corporation, agency, hoard, bureau, office, department, 
commission* county, state* etc.) but had to be the actual injured party, a man or woman. 
And most importantly, you had the rijghl to present all relevant liacEs to ihc jury of your 
peers. You determined Lhe relevance of Lite fuels of the ease - whatever you thought 
pertinent to the incident 

These .rights were enshrined in the great charier of English liberty called the Magna 
C’harta, mentioned previously. The law of lhe land was mentioned many times as 
protection of I lie freemen. Mute provision J? of the Great Charier: 

AAri freemen shall he idiom or imprisoned nr disseised ay exited or its tiny n ,ji 
destroyed, nor wifi we go upon Inin nor send upon him. exeepi fry the lawful judgment 
of his jwers or ty die lay atihe hnsd l" f E-mpha-us added! 

In other words, no one, including the state, could- harm anyone in any way except by 
lawful (common law | judgment of his peers or by the law of the land. Yen, the law of the 
land permits a man to shoot you dead on the spot without wailing for the judgment of 
your peers should you brail; into Ins home nr rape his wife. 

Common Law gave you Rights and Liberties, ft gave you the absolute right to own 
property. In the common law. all lights arise from property. Why? Go buck tu the section 
on debt. If you arc a debtor and have no property* you are at the mercy of your creditor, A 
contract requires that you have -.uhsranee to offer in the exchange Hence, you mu^l have 
unliened property of Some kind to conlracl. If your property is encumbered, you ur-r nut 
sovereign. You are subject to the creditor. Your “right” to contract then becomes tt mere 
privilege granted by Lhe creditor. 

The common law gives you the absolute right to lawfully eonlract without any 
interference from the government. I use the term “lawfully 1 ' since you could not contract 
to violate the common law, such its to kill someone. Von were free to do anything at all.

These rights were carried forth as our birthright in the common law of England, The 
common law wan not a written law, but custom handed down Jof generations. Our 
founders wenj not ignorant uf the Magna Chartti, Its Liberties wcie brought forward into 
the Constitution. Bui the flow of power and .Sovereignty in the American Repuhlie is 
important. 

Lr. the J maty ot Paris of I 7&3, King; George surrendered his power to the People. A 
landmark Supreme Court case stated that the People became kings (sovereigns') without 
subjects. A king can make compacts (contracts) with other kings (sovereigns). 

" ...at it re revolution, the sovereignty- devolved on the people; and they are truly the 
wvcn’teflB of' the country. hut they are sowruigm- wiihtwr subjects (miens the 
Afrit an (47 2f slaws among ri.v may hr so called) and ha i c none to govern hut 
themselves; the citizens ttf America are etftutf us /if low citizens, and a-- faint tenants 
in the sovereignty ."Chisholm v. f Georgia (February Term, 179,3) 2 ELK.

The chain of authority flowed as follows: Creator—* Man (kings) * sLaLe— * United 
States. Historically, the Creator endowed us wish unalienable rights. These included hut 
weic not limited to the right to Lilt, Liberty, rhe Pursuit of Happiness, tu contract, und to 
own property. 

We, ihe People created: Ihe several stales from our Common I .:lw, the Law of 
Immemorial AnLii|uiLv, winch is also known as ihe Rule of Law. We endowed the slates 
with powers we bad from the common law to protect us- We could not grant the stale any 
power that we did nut possess!

Therefore, we: cannot delegate such a power In the 
state lhat we, ourselves, did nol have within out unalienable rights from (he Creator! 

Moreover, none of us can compel <mr neighbors lo buy insurance to cover our persons! 
losses;. That simply is nol a right inherent tn each of US. Thus., the state cannot, by 
delegation from the People, have such a right Lo compel us lu insure each other's losses. 
That is simply because that kind of authority cannot be traced back to a delegated gram 
from the People found within tbear inherent rights. 

What needs your paramount atteiilinn are (he fictions of laws such us corporations, 
limited liability companies, partnerships, etc. I can nut create a fie Lion to control my 
neighbor, nor to control you. No natural right is given to any of us Io create a fiction 
within our common law. for this reason, such a de legation of power cannot be granted 
from i ho People (0 out slates under our naitiral rights. Ii simply does not c.slsl because i( 
cannot he traced buck In us. Hence, corporations cannni tic created by the stales to 
control the citizens within it. Yet Currently every aspect of Our lives ss controlled bv u 
myriad of corporations andfor agencies on a daily basis in defiance of common tow 

Tlw slate is created under die fundamental principle* of our Cumnion Lu* ittsttiimeiiLs 
((he stale constitutions). The constitutions cannot expand, add to, create, usuiji, or 
empower itself of any authority that specifically Cutmul be (raced to a natural and 
unalienable (inherent) right that is in both you and me, Wc can only delegate inherent 
rights to I lie state tor our protection. Unlawful tun '‘toanmai law’") expansions. are □ 
violation of (he fundamental principles upon which each slate's constitution was adopted. 

The Declaration of Independence memorial Lia-s these Jiicls explicitly. It status thal people 
iniilitute government to protect (heir rights Thar is 1 lie stated purpose of a Peoples nested 
government. 

Since all powers granted to govern men! come from the people within their common law 
righls. power absent from the people cunitul be delegated to (he government, t he people 
formed the stales for their protection , Following (he Revolutionary War, (he states 
became free and independent, and not only of (ireat Britain. Ihey were free and 
independent unto themselves as well Knowing European history, they had right To I fears 
that there could he disputes among them. They were well familiar with economic wars, 
strife, and even violent wars. In under tu better preserve pence, prosperity and 
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tranquility, the slates formed anew entity called the United S-LllLi.'-s lo supervase their 
imcmalional Affairs. Thai include Affairs among, the several slates, and a Hairs bdw«n a 
states) and a foreign nation. 


The slates rede legated very limited powers that ihe People hud given to ihe states to the 
national government. The original cartlpacl among ihe states was the Ankles of 
Confederation, After the war, the people were dearfy afraid of too much cenlralized 
power. The articles were a compact to prevent war among the slates, provide far common 
defense and foster (fade and commerce with universally accepted weighs and measures 
for money. 

Tl'c articles included some impwfaru lerms that few people knots They recognized more 

than one statu s of a man. 

" . . . tfir jh-v tnhitbl funis iff em/t these States, fntHpcr*. ondfttglii m 

fiant justice excepted, shall be entitled to ad privileges and immunities of free citizens 
in the several Suite* ' (Article IV) 

This ss important. One could be a “free inhabitant' which is dearly distinguished from 
"free citizen.” This certainly tits the quote from Chisholm vs. Georgia above. If you are a 
sovereign, you arc unto yourself only, free of tics of the state, except those ties you Ire dry 
enter. We will see proof of that in the next chapter when we discuss, citizenship a bit mote. 

J he arttclcs Jell short tn one Area, namely racing revenue ta support ibe new central 
government. So, the states reconvened in Ihe Constilutional convention to draft st new 
compact, Taxing powers were wnifen in among the oilier powers such as regulating 
commence among ibe -dnles. international commerce, defense, post offices, etc. These 
powefs were still strictly 1 trailed. The Uniled States got exclusive jurisdiction over the 
District of Columbia and lands it exclusively owned ( L'cjti tunes). 

The United Stares hart no jurisdiction or power over (be people or inhabitants within the 
states (Huron \ s. Balii.morc[1)).. Men and women owed their allegiance to their state, 
which afforded ihcrn their legal prelection and remedies in law, Powers Ihe people did

The opening words of the I nited States Constitution. "We the People," startled 
so me of the old revolutionaries of 1776. Patrick Henry, after expressing the 
highest veneration for the men who wrote the words, demancted "What right had 
they Id suy, lL We the People." " 

H ... Who authorized them to speak the language of He, the People, instead of We, 
the Stales?" Ii was a good question and, as Henry knew, noi really 
answerable. No one had authorised Ihe members of the Constitutional 
Convention to speak lurthe pEople of the Uniled Stales. They had been chosen 
by (he legislatures of thirteen sovereign states and were authorized only to net for 
the governments of those states in redefining the relationships among 
them Eei stead, they luid dared not only to ael for "the People of the United Stales" 
hut also to proclaim whiit they did as "the supreme law of ihc land," supreme 
apparently over I he ocLiuns of Lite existing stale guvtnimcnLs and supreme also 
over the government that Ihe Constitutfon itself would create tor the Uniled 
States.* 

This is most revealing in ihc structure of power. I t was the sovereign states and NOT the 
People shiii ordained Ihc new Constitution Next we look ut the new entity called ‘‘Uniled 
Stales”.

R^hts, this is m misnomer. Rights came from ihe Creator, not the Constitution. Those 
amendments were really a Rill of Restraints against the Federal government from ever 
moving on those common law : rights.

I f 
I hey were subject lo central government powers, the amendments would have had Lo he 
applicable to them to provide protection against governmental abuses. The amendments 
would he needed tn balance oui whatever invasive powers the central government might 
have hud. 

Tie Supreme Court has repeatedly lold us how I he Be! I of Rights became applicable to 
the people of i lie States. It happened through ihe I4 1b amendment. Hits hook is not going 
to tuekJe Lhc controversies surround inn, the 14 lh amendment. Thai's for another day. 
However, it is important to point out one thing. The I4 lh amendment granted the United 
States authority to "pmlecl” person.-, subject lo Its jurisdiction, by imposing the ncslrainls 
ol the “Bill o I Rights " upun the stiiLes.

It's not our purpose to detail die I'nrecs and events leading up to Ihe great 1933 change, 
tl's Jiir Luo politiLal and uontrovcrsial. Just make a menial note of die slock murke-L trash 
of 1 929, which ushered in llic Great Depression The crash occurred I b years after the 
enactment of the Federal Reserve System under President Woodrow Wilson. 

Until 1931, the American people transacted their trade within the common law ot'lhe 
liuid. I hey paid and extinguished their debts with gold or silver coin, ur currency I paper 
instruments} redeemable in gold or silver. In early 1933. Americans realized something 
was wrnnp economically. they distrusted theLr government and the currency. They 
distrusted the pieces of paper alleging a guarantee of redemption in real substance. They 
began a run on the tranks wonting Ihcir real money rather than notes, that they questioned. 
Perhaps they knew that there was insufficient cold hacking ihc numbers ul" gpfcd notes sn 
ciretdation,. (If so, were these excess notes not issued via fraud by the government? 
Perhaps it was fraud on Ihc part of bankers issuing more gold cerUljealcs than uoLd they 
had on hand? We ate inclined to point the finger first at the central governtnent since the 
Treasury ilscll was i ssisui a. gold certificates and pmmitcd redemption in writing rsght nn 
the currency itself.) 

I he people could control Ihcir substance (gtild'l if in their hands. They preferred ihcir 
gold, ihcir property. raLltor ibun paper notes. Regarding paper, they hud no control over it. 
Paper could be printed wantonly h-y 1 lie government or I he Federal Reserv e, A hanking 
panic ensued. On March 9. L933. newly elected President Franklin Roosevelt (FDR) 
declared a state of emergency (WHTCH HAS NEVER BEEN LIFTED}. 

"Ptvsident Franklin D. Roosevelt issued the next national emergency proclamation 
some <td h owrs after assuming office. Proclaimed \hinh h. 193.1, on the mmcivhai 
questionable authority t>f the Trading with the Enemy Actqfl 91 7 r the proclamation 
declared tt so-called 'hank holiday " arid halted vj major elass ot fim/tu ntl 
transactions £v closing the banks. ' Congressional! Research Service, Library of 
Congress.

He closed the banks. Within days, two edicts were issued by the cooperation of FDR and 
the Congress. With a stroke of his pen, FDR signed an executive order '■authorizing’"^

[renominate is clu Fined as "To issue or express in terms of a given monetary nn it.” Hence, 
these notes arc expressed as dollars. Well, we’re hlutc that you've seen actors playing u 
convincing role, sometimes quite convincingly so, in impersonating another.

Uncanscionability is determined by examining the circumstances of the parties when 
the contrail was made, shew iAti«» **»««'' include, for crumple, tfo bargaining 
power, aye. and mental capacity of the parties. The doctrine is applied only where it 
would be an affront to the integrity of the judicial system to enforce such contracts. 

Unconscionable conduct is also found in acts of Fraud and deceit , vrAere the 
deliberate XfisrcwrscwUttion of fuel deprives someone of a valuable possession. 
Whenever someone takes unconscionable advantage of aaotln r person, the action 
may Ire treated as criminal fraud or the civil action of deceit. 

No standardized criteria exist for measuring whether an action is unconscionable. A 
court of law applies its conscience, or moral sense, to the facts before it and makes a 
subfec it ir judgment, "The U.5.
